University of Nebraska Student 
Union, Erdei asserted that with 
proper records and maintenance, 
"there is no chance for an er- 
ror" in administering fluorine into 
water by artificial means. It is 
universally agreed, he said, that 
more than 250 parts of fluorine 
per million would not kill and the 
average dosage in .water is one 
part per million. 


Others Agree 


He agreed with statements by 


others in attendance that it would 
take from 800 to 1,000 parts of 
fluorine per million to be lethal. 
A mixture of 100 to 110 parts per 
million, he agreed, is considered 
toxic or possibly harmful to some 
people. 


It was pointed out in the ques- 


tion period that equipment used 
to add fluorine to water could not 
possibly administer a lethal doze. 
Such equipment, it was asserted, 
would not be physically capable 
of delivering such an amount of

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Ike Applies The Boot 


Announcement thai President Eisenhower 


has,*sked the former dean of the Notre" Dame 
Law School, Clarence E. Manlon, to resign 
as chairman of Mr. Eisenhower's 25-member 
Commission on Inter-Governmental Relations 
is not surprising when it is recalled that Mr. 
Ma$oh has been making speeches in favor 
of the administration-opposed Bricker amend- 
ment to curb the President's treaty-making 
powers. But up on Capitol Hill, the reaction 
was"immediate and in some instances blunt 
and- angry. 


Among those talking was Nebraska's Sen. 


Butler. 
Said Butler: 


"It looks like it could be very legitimately 


argued that men of independent judgment 
ancf^firm conviction who express themselves 
on iheir convictions are not wanted in the 
adnflsistration." 


Sen. Jenner of Indiana was "shocked." 
Sen. Bricker was furious. 
'"fliis is a most unfortunate and regrettable 


situation," he told his colleagues. "There is 
a threatening storm ahead when men of great 
ability who do not see alike with the leaders 
of an administration cannot continue to serve 
in an official position." 


Of course Sen. Bricker and Sen. Butler 


were giving voice to a lot of political bunkum. 
Clarence Manion, a man of recognized great 
ability and of deep convictions, is an ultra- 
conservative, and while the facts are not clear 
on this point, while classified as a Democrat, 
he typfied the conservative Democratic view 
•which gave support to President Eisenhower. 
It was not alone in the field of foreign affairs 
in connection with the Bricker amendment 
that Mr. Manion took an advanced states' 
rights view. He has been consistent in his 


opposition to what he feels is federal en- 
croachment upon the rights of states. Not 
many months ago he kicked up a 24-hour 
sensation when in a television broadcast he 
insisted that the federal government should 
never have built TVA and expressed the feel- 
ing that it should be sold to private in- 
dustry. 


Sen. Aiken of Vermont probably expressed 


the controversy best when he said that while 
he did not know Mr. Manion, he had the 
feeling from what he read about him that 
he was too conservative to be of value to 
this administration. 


The issue in the Manion case is not so much 


that in the high spirit of individual sincerity 
he supported the Bricker amendment, as it 
is that in his expressed views he has little 
in common with" a President who only re- 
cently told a press conference he wanted to 
be considered as a liberal when it came to 
the political aspirations of the American peo- 
ple, while filling the role of a conservative 
when it came to money. 


The Manion episode is only another straw 


in the wind suggesting that a genuine show- 
down between the liberal and conservative 
elements within the Republican party cannot 
be postponed indefinitely. 
Mr. Eisenhower 


must make his decision in which direction he 
is going to move. He cannot occupy one role 
one day and another the next. 


It is not difficult to understand the Presi- 


dent's chagrin and regret in discovering that 
one of his appointees occupying a very im- 
portant post under him is at loggei heads with 
him on a matter of the greatest concern to 
the President. 


This Man, Sturgis 


Maj. Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis, who became 


head of the Corps of Army Engineers in 
succeeding another outstanding engineer with 
whom Nebraskans are well acquainted. Gen. 
Lewis Pick, i:. no table-thumper. A man of 
great competence, outstanding ability, real 
understanding and high purposes, it has been 
our own personal experience with Gen. Stur- 
gis that when he thinks a thing is right, he 
says so.

fying in critical spirit against the pending 
Hope-Aiken bill to establish on a permanent

Of Men And Things

Doane College, one of Nebraska's fine de- 


nominational institutions, with a long record 
of distinguished service back of it, finds itself 
fouled up in selecting a successor for retiring 
President David L. Crawford. 


Back in Washington two weeks ago, Sen. 


Hugh Butler, one of Doane's generous, de- 
voted benefactors and a key figure on the 
college's board of trustees, announced the 
board planned to meet February 19 (Friday) 
at Crete and would prooably choose Dr. A. 


Leland Forrest, dean of 
Nebraska Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, to succeed Dr. 
Crawford. But now on 
the eve of the meet- 


ing, the Rev. Harold T. Janes of Omaha, 
chairman of the special committee, has an- 
announced that Dean Forrest's name has been 
withdrawn by Dr. Forrest from consideration. 
The incident coming on the heels of discussion 
of procedural steps in the selection of a 
new 'chancellor for the University of Nebraska 
suggests that premature publicity instead of 
contributing to the best interests of an institu- 
tion actually may be harmful. 
Doane's 


case is not identical with that of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. 
But when it is laid down 


in simple fashion that every potential selec- 
tion Should be known to the newspapers, the 
information in itself imposscs responsibilities 
for premature publication. The right to know 
is a very vital right and because it is so 
vital, newspaper responsibility becomes even 
more iinsortant.

In the sense of a permanent program, why 


in heaven's name should a man with the ex- 
perience back of him that Gen. Sturgis has 
had, part of the time right here in the Mis- 
siouri Basin, be accused of sabotaging the 
President's ideas by testifying before a Senate 
committee? We should think it would be the 
desire of that committee to get all the in- 
formation that it can avail itself of before 
adopting a permanent program. 
The pilot 


test program certainly should have been ap- 
proved if for no other purpose than to estab- 
lish beyond question precisely what contribu- 
tion the watershed treatment makes in a 
flood control program. There have been many 
confusing and conflicting claims but actually 
demonstration has not reached the point to 
establish beyond question actual benefits. 


Just now a great deal of the region in the 


Missouri Basin is not so much concerned 
with floods as it is with the threat of drought. 
Once again we suggest that the Agriculture 
Department would have been 
on much 


sounder ground in its soil conservation pro- 
gram if it had given greater emphasis to soil 
conservation practices in tune of drought 
rather than in times of destructive floods. 


The Hope bill does have one absurd pro- 


vision in it. 


It places a rigid limit upon the small de- 


tention dam restricting potential storage in a 
reservoir to 5,000 acre-feet. 
That condition 


in itself kisses off any possibility of utilizing 
the dam for any measurable irrigation bene- 
fits and if it means anything at all, it means 
that electricity cannot be generated. 


Gen. Sturgis was born and spent much of 


his boyhood in the upper Missouri River 
Basin. He knows a little bit about drought 
as well as about floods. A small South Da- 
kota community bears the name of the 
Sturgis family, a distinguished name.

Jefferson's Wrifings 
Frowned On By OS/ 


THE NEIGHBORS SAY 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. In- 


formation Service, believe it or 
not, has banned the collected 
writings 
of Thomas Jefferson 


from overseas libraries. 


Officials are a little red-faced 


over the ban and wish they hadn't 
gone quite so far in appeasing 
Sen. McCarthy. Nevertheless, the 
book has already been taken off 
the shelves of some overseas li- 
braries.. Some, on the other hand, 
have not removed it. 


Reason for the removal was 


that Jefferson's writings were 
compiled by Sheldon Foner, who 
was on a State Department list 
of those who had taken shelter 
under the Fifth Amendment when 
quizzed by a congressional com- 
mittee.

It is rule U-50 which requires 


investment bankers to compete 
against each other in bidding for 
the bonds of public utilities. 


Prior to 1941, big investment 


houses divided up the utility bond 
business among themselves. Many 
boards of directors of investment 
houses had tie-ins with utility 
boards of directors, so a bond is- 
sue was floated by advance secret 
agreement rather than by com- 
petitive bidding. This meant that 
the price to the utilities was high. 
In fact, during the five years 
from 1936-1941, the utilities paid 
an average of $20 in commissions, 
discounts, etc., for every thou- 
sand dollars they borrowed. 


After 1941 when Rule U-50 went 


into effect, however, the utilities 
paid an average of S6.58 for every 
thousand dollars they borrowed. 


This saving also meant reduced 


rates for consumers, since elec- 
tricity, gas. rail rates and other 
public-service rates are based.on 
over-all costs. And the cost of 
floating bond issues is invariably 
passed on to the consumer public. 


However, the vigorous opposi- 


tion of Robert R. Young, then of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
road, together with Cyrus Eaton 
the 
Cleveland > banker, 
helped 


change the noncompetitive flota- 
tion of utility stocks and bonds, 
and Rule U-50 was adopted.

The 
Fight For America," to furnish 
at least one copy to each of the 
USIA libraries in some 60 coun- 
tries. The latter took it for granted 
that with such a windfall the di- 
rector of the reorganized infor- 
mation service immediately would 
avail himself of the opportunity 
to stock the McCarthy book.

prise move, the City Council re- 
jected a proposed ordinance bet- 
ting new natural gas rates in 
David City.

At this time, he said, he 
is also opposed to the new rate 
structure. 


The rate adjustment, which had 


been sought by the Gas Co. on the 
basis of increased wholesale cost 
of the gas as sold to them by the 
Northern Gas Co., would have 
amounted to about a 16 per cent 
increase for local users. 


David City thus became the 


only city served by Central Elec- 
tric and Gas Co. from the Nut th- 
em Natural transmission line to 
reject the firm's request.

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Mason 2nd To Quit Government Relations Unit 


Resignation Announced In Protest 
Against Firing Of Dr. C. E. Manion 


WASHINGTON (01—Rep. Noah 


Mason (11-111) resigned from Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's Commission 
on Inter-Governmental Relations 
Thursday with a blast at what lit; 
termed "autocratic1 dictatorship1' 
by Sherman Adams, White House 
chief of staff. 


Mason announced his resigna- 


tion in protest against the firing 
of 
Dr. 
Clarence 
E. 
Manion. 


former dean of the Notre Darne 
University Law School, as chair- 
man of the 25-member commis- 
sion. 


Late in the day, Manion tele- 


graphed a plea to Mason to re- 
consider his resignation "in the 
national interest." 


Manion said Wednesday he had 


resigned at Adams' request and 
attributed his ouster to speeches 
he has made supporting the ad- 
ministration-opposed B r i o k e r 
Amendment to curb the Presi- 
dent's treaty-making powers. 


A storm of criticism, almost 


entirely from Republicans,, broke 
out on the Senate floor late Wed- 
nesday on the heels of Manion's 
tearful announcement to his staff 
that he was resigning against his 
wishes. 


Vast Overlapping 


Associates said Manion's one 


desire was to carry on the monu- 
mental task assigned to the com- 
mission by President Eisenhower 
last Aug. 18 of seeking a remedy 
to the vast overlapping of federal 
vs. state-local programs on such | 
matters as taxes, roads and other j 
projects. 


The White House Thursday 


withheld any public comment on 
published reports that it was 
dissatisfied with Manion's work 
as S50-a-day chairman of the 
commission. 


Rep. Mason indicated that in 


his opinion Manion's dismissal 
means the commission is fore- 
doomed to failure in accomplish- 
ing any major reform in juris- 
dictional issues between the fed- 
eral government and the states. 


The Illinois legislator, a mem- 


ber of Congress since 1937, told 
newsmen at Joliet, 111., he as- 
sumed the commission would re- 
main in existence, but he said: 


"What's the use of being on a 


commission that won't accomp- 
lish anything?" 
He said the commission had 


done little more than preliminary 
spadework in the gigantic task of 
"unscrambling the functions and 
powers that have been 
taken 


over by the federal government 
and which naturally and by right 
belong to the states."

Cross Buns are best served 
hot, or at least warm. Should 
any be left over, an easy way 
to re-heat them is to put them 
into a paper bag, then close 
bag tightly. Put the bag into 
a moderately hot oven (400 
degrees F.) for 10 or 15 min- 
utes, and the buns are hot and 
as good as freshly baked. The 
homemaker with a freezer can 
wrap and store these spicy 
rolls for weeks, re-heating 
them when ready to serve. 
Freezer storage actually seems 
to improve their already deli- 
cious flavor.

complained that the boys, Mi- 
chael, 10, and Robert, 6, were 
"being exploited for fund-rais- 
ing purposes." 


The SPCC declined to enlarge 


on 
its 
complaint outside of 


court. 


Communist agencies, 
among' 


others, raised considerable sums 
of money for Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg during their long le- 
gal fight that ended with their 
electrocution last June 19. 


The fund raising has continued 


in behalf of Morton Sobell. con- 
victed of atomic espionage with 
the Rosenbergs but sentenced to 
30 years in prison. He escaped 
the death penalty as a less im- 
portant cog in a wartime; atom 
spy ring. 


Alexander Bloch, an attorney 


acting in behalf of the children, 
denied they had appeared at 
Sobell rallies or any other fund- 
raising meetings.' He blamed the 
complaint 
on 
"ultra-patriotic 


people persecuting these chil- 
dren." 


Justice Jacob Pinken of the 


Domestic Relations Court or- 
dered the two Rosenberg boys 
taken from Abel Meeropol and 
his wife, Ann, who have been 
caring for them since Christ- 
mas. 


Bloch said he would seek to 


regain custody of the children 
lor the Meeropols at a hearing 
Feb. 23. The lawyer described 
Meerpol as a successful song

to home without a guardian hav- 
ing been appointed by a Sur- 
rogate's Court." 


The two boys have been pawns 


in one of the most celebrated 
criminal cases in American his- 
tory. 


'Treason' First 


Michael was only a year old 


and his brother was not yet born 
when the Rosenbergs inaugur- 
ated their conspiracy to rob the 
nation of atomic bomb secrets 
and turn them over to Soviet 
Russia. 


In sentencing the parents to 


death April 5, 1951, Federal 
Judge Irving R. Kaufman, him- 
self a father, denounced the 
Rosenbergs' love for their trea- 
sonous cause as "even greater 
than their Jove for their chil- 
dren." 


For more than a year the 


youngsters lived with Bernard 
Bach at Toms River, N.J. But 
:hey turned out to be ineligi- 
ble to continue their schooling 
:here. The resultant public furor 
led <o their removal from that 
area. 


At the parents' death, the boys 


came under the legal guardian- 
ship of Emanuel Bloch, son of 
Alexander and the lawyer fc* 
the Rosenbergs until their exe- 
cution. But the younger Bloch 
died last Jan. 30 of a heart at- 
tack.

Brasier Seeks 
Court Action 
On Paving Cost 


George Brasier has brought in 


Lancaster District Court a suit 
against the City of Lincoln seek- 
ing to compel a cancellation of 
special assessment and levy of 
taxes against his property at 
1426 No. 12th. 


On Feb. 15, 1954, the City 


Council assessed special benefits 
(for 
paving district No. 252) 


against his property at '$1,038.42 
and levied a tax for this amount. 


He c h a r g e s that then-City 


Councilman Clark Jeary and 
then-City Attorney Russell Matt- 
son were ''personally interested" 
in the $1,498.40 paving contract 
let to Abel Construction Com- 
pany and the performance bond 
executed by Universal Surety 
Company. 


Because of this "interest" by 


city officials and because the 
contract was "never exposed to 
competitive bidding as provided 
by law" it is contended the con- 
tract is null and void. 


Brasier alleges he had an un- 


derstanding with the City Coun- 
cil that paving project would be 
of no value to his property and 
that he could not pay for the 
same unless a water main exten- 
sion was constructed 
as 
pro- 


vided in Ordinance No. 5337. 


Notwithstanding this, he al- 


leges, 
the City secretly repudi- 


ated its obligation to him by re- 
pealing the water district ordi- 
nance, which was not disclosed 
until Sept. 2, 1953. which was 
after completion of the paving 
project. The water mam exten- 
sion was never constructed. 


(Brasier 
unsuccessfully 
at- 


tempted 
last 
fall 
in

Court to compel the City Council 
to construct the water main.)

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Army Court-Martial Ordered For Cpl. Dickenson 
Charge Of 
Informing 
Is Brought 


WASHINGTON 
UP) — T h e 


A r m y today ordered a court- 
martial trial for the first Ameri- 
can soldier charged with inform- 
ing on his fellow captives and 
collaborating with his Commun- 
ist captors in Korea. 


He is Cpl. Edward S. Dicken- 


son, the Virginia mountain boy 
who changed his mind a b o u t 
staying with the Reds and re- 
turned to this country after first 
refusing reoatriation. 


Dickenson is the first Army 


soldier charged formally w i t h 
squealing on his fellow prisoners 
to gain better treatment for him- 
self. The Army is known to 
have under investigation 
t h e 


cases of other former prisoners 
who may face similar charges. 


Death Sentence Possible 


Dickenson is charged with vio- 


lating the Military Code of Jus- 
tice and specifically with vio- 
lating two articles of the code. 
The first alleges that he gave 
information to his captors con- 
cerning his fellow prisoners and 
that by so doing he caused other 
Americans to suffer punishment 
and hardship. 


He also is charged with un- 


lawfully collaborating with the 
enemy and giving information to 
him. A conviction on the first 
charge could result in life im- 
prisonment. The maximum sen- 
tence for conviction on the col- 
laboration charge is death. 


Dickerson was arrested 
Jan. 


22, when he appeared at Walter 
Reed Army Hospital here for a 
medical 
checkup. 
The 
Army 


conducted a two-week pre-trial 
investigation of his case before 
ordering a general court-mar- 
tial. The court will convene in 
Washington on a date to be an- 
nounced. 


In announcing the action, the 


Army and the Defense Depart- 
ment emphasized t h a t the 
charges were based solely on 
Dickenson's alleged c o n d u c t 
while he was a prisoner in the 
hands of the

farm 167 head were on feed in 


alfalfa hay mixed into corn. The 
feed bunks were wagon-filled. 


About 170 head were on feed 


at the Ray and Dean Weber farm 
near Friend. The Webers ex- 
plained that they try to buy cat- 
tle to keep about 200 head on 
the place at one time.

Webers start cattle on hay, silage 
and corn, and the fat cattle were 
on full feed of two pounds of 28 
per cent protein and straight hay 
daily.
